/,  A.  B.,  do  voluntarily  and  sincerely  swear 
that  I  will  keep  the  signs,  words,  and  tokens  of  a 
Purpleman,  from  an  Orangeman,  as  well  as  all 
others,  who  are  not  members  of  the  Purple  order, 
unless  1  shall  be  duly  authorized  to  communicate 
them  by  the  proper  authorities  in  the  Purple 
order  of  the  Orange  Institution, 

[The  Candidate  is  here  invested  with  the  emblems.] 
[The  Candidate  shall  then  rise  up,  and  the  Chaplain,  or  Master, 
shall  say :]  -,    * 

"  Behold  the  stone  Which  I  have 
laid  before  Joshua.  Upon  one  stone 
shall  be  seven  eyes:  behold  I  will 
engrave  the  graving  thereof,  saith  the 
Lord  of  Hosts,  and  I  will  remove  the 
iniquities  of  that  land  in  one  day." 
— Zee.  c.  iii,  v.  9.  "  For  they  shall 
rejoice,  and  shall  see  the  plumet  in 
the  hands  of  Zerubable,  with  those 
seven.  They  are  the  eyes  of  the 
Lord,  which  run  to  and  fro  through 
the  whole  earth.''
